1. Tba Dkjportaent of Defense mis advised of CIA’s ailitasy 
personnel requirements for Fiscal Year 1953 in a mm iorandum dated 
28 February i$$2 to the Assistant Secretary of Defense, Tilth tlie 
ttoderstandlng that the figures v/ould ‘ne used for budgetary purposes 
only, 

2. (to 27 March 1952, the Office of the Assistant Secretary 
of Defense advised CIA that this ostirate was being held la abey- 
ance pending a review of our requircrxmts to include; 

a. Total personnel (not stated in terns ' of an in- 
crease) required frcaa gray, 'favy, and Air Force during 
Fiscal Year 1953. 

b. tfufjtificnticsi for total estimated r<equireaKaats 
in g«*teml tense, to indicate needs for standing pro- 
jects, approved new project a, and anticipated rejects 
now in the development stages, expanded missions and 
rocpannlbilitios, which are not classified as projects, 
comprise justification whore applicable. 

3. It is, therefore, requested that the Director of Training 
review the .military pc rsonnel requirements far his office and furnish 
this Office not later than 18 April 1952 a consolidated estda&te with 
tire detail indicatod in paragraph 2, a, and b. above. Due conoilera- 
ticn should be given to the effect which the over-all personnel ceil- 
ing established by the. Director will liavo on operations.
